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City Council Votes Go-Ahead 
On Municipal Swimming Pool 

Funds Are Approved 
To Develop Plans

Withi.i the next few weeks 
Sierra Madre’s “Cobblestone 
Church,” one of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia’s truly unique places of 
worship, will be only a memory 
as wreckers knock down the 
building stone by stone. 

The somewhat sad but true 
fact, though, is that the Beth¬ 
any Temple will no longer hold 
its ever - expanding congrega¬ 
tion. 

At closing services in the 
church last Sunday more than 
50 persons had to listen to the 
proceedings by loudspeaker in 
spite of the fact that every pos¬ 
sible seat within the building 
was occupied. 

During the service Dr. Robert 


N. Schaper, pastor, presented 
checks of §1,000 each to Mr. 
and Mrs. Dewey Mulholland 
and to Mr. and Mrs. J. W. 
Moore, The Mulhollands re¬ 
turned this week to Brazil after 
being home on furlough for 
more than a year. The Moores 
will leave this summer for 
their first term of missionary 
service in Peru. 

Dr. Schaper said the special 
gifts display the real desires of 
the church in its expansion pro¬ 
gram 

“Not onjy will the building 
project increase our usefulness 
to Sierra Madre and its envi¬ 
rons,” he said, “but it will 
make possible a wider ministry 


for the Gospel in the great 
mission fields of the world.” 

Designed and built by a half¬ 
blind Frenchman named Louis 
D. Cornuelle, Bethany Temple 
was dedicated in 1922. A year 
latei the church serviced a 
membership of 91. 

Today (or last Sunday to be 
explicit) the circular - walled 
edifice draws at least 425 wor¬ 
shipers to its two Sunday serv¬ 
ices, with many forced to sit 
in the auditorium to hear the 
sermon. 

The planned new church, 
which will cost about a dozen 
times as much as the $11,000 
required to build the cobble¬ 
stone structure, will seat 700 
under its triangular roof.

today at Glasser and Miller 
Chapel, Arcadia. Interment will 
be in Resurrection Cemetery 
following the mass tomorrow in 
St. Rita’s. 

Mrs. Harris, who had lived 
with her mother for about three 
years, is survived by a daugh¬ 
ter by a previous marriage, 
Beatrice Winckheim; a brother, 


Leslie Cziroky of Ontario, Can¬ 
ada, and a sister, Mrs. Alice 
Jeszenszay of Austria. 

Mr. Harris, a native of River¬ 
side, met his w-ife in Linz, Aus¬ 
tria, when he was serving as a 
lieutenant colonel with the 
Military Police in Europe dur¬ 
ing World War II. They came 
to Arcadia in 1947. 

Employed at the Hollywood 
Race Track, Mr. Harris is sur¬ 
vived by his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. O. D. Harris; a sister, Mrs. 
Mary Paul of Northridge, Calif. 
He was a member of American 
Legion Post 247 in Arcadia.

zation will be hosts at the pub¬ 
lic reception for the artist from 
2 until 5 Sunday afternoon. 

Mr. Dewey's painting career 
reaches back almost all of his 
82 years. He studied under 
Howard Pyle at the Philadel¬ 
phia School of Industrial Art. 
and later taught there. He went 
as cartoonist to the famous 
Williamsport “Grit,” and then 
on to New York where he met 
and married Sally Dewey. 

TWENTY-TWO YEARS in 

New York carried him to the 
top of the list of the country’s 
best illustrators. He drew fol 
the famous old Life Magazine, 
for Harper”s Weekly and then 
for II a r p e r’s Magazine. He 
painted war posters during the 
First World War and did a Life 
in America series for calendars. 

In 1923 the Dewey family, 
which now included four chil¬ 
dren, came to Sierra Madre for 
Mrs. Dewey’s health, 
morning Mr. Dewey still goes 
down to his studio to paint. 

HE HAS TAUGHT a memora¬ 
ble number of young Sierra 
Madreans to paint and for 

years exhibited in Los Angeles 
and Pasadena galleries.

Third Pastor 
Backs Drive to 
Buy at Home 

Rev. Chilton C. McFheeters, 
Ph.D., of the Methodist Church 
here, became the third church 
leader so far to endorse the 
“Buy in Sierra Madre” cam¬ 
paign which is being sponsored 
by the Chamber of Commerce. 

The campaign, which will 
run for 13 weeks starting July 
12, will offer §1,000 in three 
cash prizes to the local civic, 
fraternal or church group that 
collects the most votes. A total 
of 47 merchants here have 
agreed to participate so far. 

"To drop in and get acquaint¬ 
ed with our local merchants 
who maintain the services 
which help make our city a 
delightful place in which to 
live will do much to maintain 
our characteristic tradition of a 
friendly community,” Rev. Mc- 
Pheeters said. 

“The cash awards to be made 
available to qualified ‘service 
organizations will not only add 
a measure of needed support, 
but should draw increased at¬ 
tention to the need for larger 
local participation in the many 
organized efforts in our midst 
which serve a higher purpose 
and a larger goal than mere 
self-interest. 

“Let us strive to make the 
present campaign a time for a 
larger appraisal and apprecia¬ 
tion of the resources and val¬ 
ues within Sierra Madre. Re¬ 
member, what betters our com¬ 
munity is better for you!” 

Participating merchants will 
offer 100 votes for every cash 
dollar spent during the cam¬ 
paign in their places of busi¬ 
ness. You may then cast these 
votes for your favorite organi¬ 
zation. 

First prize will be §700, sec¬ 
ond, $200, and third, $100. 


Police salaries, together with 
those in almost every other 
city deparement, would be in¬ 
creased substantially under the 
preliminary budget submitted 
to the City Council Tuesday 
night. 

The budget raises patrolmen’s 
salaries from $300-$355 to $330- 
$395 monthly. 

The police chief would re¬ 
ceive a raise from $440 to $475, 
and sergeants would be raised 
from $355-$375 to $370-$420. 

Other city employes would 
receive proportionate increases 
to bring them up to what City 
Administrator Lawrence Bev- 
ington called the prevailing 
rates in surrounding communi¬ 
ties. 

The preliminary budget will 
be acted upon by the Council 
at its meeting July 10. 

The budget calculates income 
to the city from the property 
tax on an estimated total tax 
base of 310,500,000 for the com¬ 
ing fiscal year. This represents 
an inertase of $550,000 over last 
year, indicative of the contin¬ 
ued growth in the area. 

There are substantial in¬ 
creases estimated in four other 
funds. 

1— Business license income is 
raised from $10,000 to $15,000, 
based on the 1955-56 fiscal year 
income. 

2— Refuse collection fees are 
increased from $31,000 to $38,- 
295 based on the increase from 
$1 to $125 per meter. 

3 — Subventions and Grants 
are up approximately $17,000. 
This increase comes mainly 
from three funds, Special State 
Gas Tax and “In Lieu” in¬ 
creases resulting from popula¬ 
tion increases and the city 
street engineering fund from a 
recent act of the Legislature. 

4—Sales and Use Tax reve¬ 
nues of $40,000, which amount 
is not included in the General 
Fund but is reseved for capital 
items. 

Estimated expenses for the 
coming year are substantially 
the same as previous years ex¬ 
cept for four areas: 

1— The expanded Police De¬ 
partment represents a major 
increase in expense over last 
year. The increase in personnel 
requires increases in all items, 
maintenance, as well as capital 
expense. 

2— There is budgeted an in-

After Crash at Sunnyside 

(Editorial on Page 2) 

This is what happened Sun¬ 
day to one of two cars which 
collided at the corner of Sunny- 
side and Highland. Kevin R. 

Snow, 9-year-old son of Harry 
R. Snow of 310 E. Highland, 
suffered a fractured skull and 
brain concussion in the crash. 

He was released from St. Luke 
Hospital on Tuesday, and must 
spend at least two weeks in 
bed. 

The crash occurred when the 
auto above, driven by Walter 
H. Johnson of Pasadena and 
going north on Sunnyside, col¬ 
lided at the intersection with 
the auto at right, driven by Mr. 

Snow and traveling east on W. 
Highland. 

A passenger in Mr. Johnson’s 
car, Wayne Allen Flansburg, 
suffered a broken nose, but re¬ 
fused treatment at St. Luke. 

Both Johnson and Flansburg 
ate sailors based at San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Both drivers escaped with 
cuts and bruises. 

According to the police report 
on the accident, Johnson was 
“unable to see vehicle 2 (Mr. 

Snow’s) due to a 7-foot fence 
on his left that blocks vision of 
drivers driving east on High¬ 
land and north on Sunnyside. 

The fence blocks the view for 
approximately 35 or 40 feet be¬ 
fore the intersection.” 

Young Kevin was flung from 
the back seat onto the pave¬ 
ment when the force of the 
crash spun the cars around. 

The fence described in the 
police report came up at the 
City Council meeting Tuesday 
night when a delegation of res-

idents from the area, through 
its spokesman, Gardner Frye of 
529 W. Highland, sought its 
removal. 

Mr. Frye reminded the Coun¬ 
cil that a petition had been 
filed for that purpose some two 
years ago, but that no action 
had resulted. He asked either 
that the fence be removed or 
stop signs erected. 

The Council assured the dele¬ 
gation that it was studying the 
problem of removing the fence, 
and that action could be ex¬ 
pected either in that direction 
or on erection of stop signs in 
the near future. 

In another accident Sunday, 
cars driven by Virginia Lee 
Stein of Hollywood and Delos 
Edwin Marsh of Altadena col¬ 
lided at the intersection of Sun¬ 
nyside and Mariposa.

Pool in Canyon 
Opens Saturday

ington announced Tuesday. 

Pool hours will be the 
same as last year’s—1 to 6 
p.m. six days weekly, and 
from 7 to 9 on Wednesday 
and Friday evenings. 

Rates are 15 cents for chil¬ 
dren up to 16, 30 cents for 
ages 16 to 21, and 50 cents 
for adults. 


plans for the pool and park 
area on the site. 

The development would be 
paid for out of sales tax funds. 

Because of what appeared to 
be the general Council feeling 
that the funds should be in 
hand before the pool is built, 
it seemed unlikely that it 
would be completed before 1% 
to 2 years. 

THE COUNCIL vote came 
after eight residents rose to 
speak in favor of building a 
pool as the first capital expend¬ 
iture out of the General Con¬ 
tingency Fund set up last week 
to receive sales tax monies. 

Also, the Council heard six 
letters in favor and received a 
petition, also in favor, signed 
by 109 residents. 

Councilman Lome B. Pratt, 
who last week sent a question¬ 
naire on uses of the general 
fund to 215 residents, reported 
the following results: 

Out of responses from 99 
families, 87 voted to spend 
funds first for the pool and 
park development, 2 voted for 
park development without a 
pool and also wanted a tax cut, 
8 favored a tax cut, and 2 ex¬ 
pressed no opinion. 

Of those voting for a pool 
and park, 56 wanted a civic 
center as the next capital ex¬ 
penditure and 27 wanted a tax 
cut next. 

SPEAKING AT THE meeting 
in favor of a pool at the loca¬ 
tion selected were Mrs. Grace 
R. Vane, 220 E. Sierra Madre 
Blvd.; Mrs. Arthur C. Bohart, 
615 Edgeview Drive; Gale R. 
Hersey, 581 Wilcox Rd.; Mrs. 
Clark T. Casey, 340 San Gabriel 
Ct.; Mrs. W. H. Kindrick, 390 
E. Laurel, and Dr. Donald W. 
McCormack, 520 E. Laurel, 
speaking also as president of 


the Exchange Club. 

Mrs. Bjarne W. Goldmann, 
451 Crestvale, spoke in favor of 
a pool located in the Sierra 
Madre Park area. This site also 
was favored in a letter from 
the Lions Club. 

Opponents of the central site 
feared excessive noise and dis¬ 
turbance which might produce 
depreciated property values in 


Civil Defense Area D, com¬ 
prising in general the area 
east of Sierra Madre to the 
county line, wants its money 
regardless of whether the city 
wants to get out of Area D.

Donald De Hut of Huntington Park, who vanished on a fishing 
May 30 and who later--

turned up in Salt Lake City, 
was back in Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty today. 

The object of the 23-day 
search pleaded not guilty Tues¬ 
day to a charge of disturbing 
the peace — specifically, “en¬ 
dangering the public peace or 
health”—and was released on 
$500 bail. 

He requested trial by jury. 
The date was set for July 9 at 
10 a.m. in El Monte Municipal 
Court. 

DeHut told sheriff's officers 
he had been having trouble at 
home and was hopelessly in 
debt. 

That’s why, he said, he aban¬ 
doned his car in the Big Creek

Board OKs 
Pay Boost, 
Restores Bus 

Additional salary increases to 
all school personnel and the 
restoration of services previous¬ 
ly dropped because of a lack 
of funds were voted Monday 
night by the Sierra Madre 
School Board. 

The salary increase, slightly 
higher than the previously an¬ 
nounced one of $400, will create 
a pay range for teachers here 
of $4,012 and $6,052 annually. 
Classified personnel also bene¬ 
fited with a slight increase. 

The salary of Supt. Charles 
A. Skuet was increased to $10,- 
250 for the coming year, which 
is $450 above his present sal¬ 
ary, including an automobile 
allowance of $600. 

The total budget for the fis¬ 
cal year of 1956-57 is estimated 
at $304,811, and allows for a 
music teacher, an additional 
classroom teacher, bus service 
and the reopening of the school 
cafeteria. 

The board also decided to re¬ 
roof a portion of the Sierra 
Madre School. The low bid of

Miss Martha Pritchard, after serving as a trustee of the 
Sierra Madre Library for 15 years, all that time <ts secretary, has 
declined to accept reappointment. 

The Rev. George Lindsay, minister of the Congregational 
Church, has been chosen to replace her. 

Miss Pritchard brought to her 


area of West Fork in the San 
Gabriel Canyon and hitch¬ 
hiked to a bus station. 

Also during the search, three 
members of the Altadena group 
were stranded and had to be 
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service here training, experi- 
ence, and an enthusiasm for 
her work which have been of 
great help in maintaining the 
efficiency of the Library, in 
planning our new one, and in 
enlisting community support. 

It is not the type of service 
which is plainly visible to the 
outsider, but to the Library 
staff and to the trustees it has 
been invaluable. 

She attended Wheaton Col¬ 
lege (Mass.), graduated from 
Teachers College, Columbia 
University, and received an 
M.A. degree from the Graduate 
Library School of the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago. 

Her active work was first as 
a librarian and then as a 
teacher of librarians, first in 
Detroit and theh at the New 
York State College for Teach¬ 
ers, which she organized. There 
she trained librarians for work 
in the public schools of the 
State of New York. 

Miss Pritchard has helped in 
all phases of library work— 
cheerfully and indefatigably. 
To this end she worked con¬ 
stantly with the librarian, as¬ 
sisting in many details and 
especially in the selection of 
books. Her latest activity has 
been to inventory all the vol¬ 
umes in the library—a task of 


considerable magnitude. 

As secretary, her records and 
scrapbooks far exceed the de¬ 
mands of the office and the 
organization of a “Friends of 
the Library” was carried out by 
her. 

All her dreams have not ma¬ 
terialized. We have no book 
delivery or modified bookmo¬ 
bile which brings the resources 
of the Library to the shut-ins 
and those who have no trans¬ 
portation. 

Also, the catalog is not as 
analytic as are the catalogs of 
libraries with more money and 
staff. But these leave opportu¬ 
nities for her successor. 

We are now fortunate that 
we have in Mr. Lindsay one 
who can give the library and 
the community much profes¬ 
sional help. 

Mr. Lindsay graduated from 
Linfield College and attended 
the University of Washington, 
where he received a bachelor’s 
degree in Library Science. 

Ellensburg, Wash., selected 
him as its librarian, but the 
war cut short this experience. 
After returning from the serv¬ 
ice Mr. Lindsay attended the 
Pacific School of Religion, 
where he received a Bachelor 
of Divinity degree. This was 
followed by the Congregational 
Ministry. 
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erra Madre. He is an old friend 
of mine, and I could not wish 
him to suffer great financial 
loss. But it seems to me, even 
though he is not granted this 
variance, he still has a very 
valuable corner zoned for sev¬ 
eral useful purposes for which 
it can be sold. 

Surely nothing could be more 
detrimental to a neighborhood, 
whether residences, schools or 
churches, than a noisy, smelly 
service station— ugly even at 
its best. 

Even if Mr. Andrews had to 
suffer some financial loss (which 
is questionable) he would have 
the great satisfaction of carry¬ 
ing on the fine record of his 
forbears in sacrificing some 
thing to keep Sierra Madre a 
little different from all the 
towns around us — a little less 
noisy, a little more restful and 
beautiful. 

I feel sure the citizens of Si¬ 
erra Madre who love it as their 
home town would thank and 
honor him for it. I certainly 
would.

The commission was fully 
aware of the proposed construc¬ 
tion in its hearings on the new- 
zoning ordinance in 1955, and 
presumably took this factor in¬ 
to account in denying the C-l 
zone request for the disputed 
corner. 

So we come back to the cen¬ 
tral issue. 

The property owners in the 
area received what they took to 
be assurance in 1955 that there 
would be no service station on 
that corner. 

They proceeded with expen¬ 
sive development on the 
strength of that assurance. 

There have been no changes 
in the surrounding area which 
have not been considered in 
past decisions of the commis¬ 
sion. 

I fail to see how the com¬ 
mission, in fairness to the prop¬ 
erty owners and the city, can 
fail to hand down a negative 
decision consistent with its 
own policies. W.F.T. 


The Planning Commission 
has a hot potato on its hands. 

At its July meeting, the com¬ 
mission will be expected to 
hand down—for the third time 
—a decision on a request to 
rezone the southeast corner of 
Sierra Madre Blvd. and Michil- 
linda to allow construction of 
a gas station there. 

Those who oppose such a 
move on aesthetic grounds 
have been eloquent in their op¬ 
position. Lee Shippey, in his 
column in The News last week, 
summed it up in his defense 
of the “front door to our city.” 

But I think there is a more 
central issue. 

The Planning Commission 
must decide in effect whether 
it should break a promise made 
in 1955 to residents of the area, 
a promise which led many of 
them to undertake extensive 
and costly development of their 
properties in the belief that 
they were safe from the threat 
of a damaging zone change. 

Having lived in many ugly 
cities, I sympathize with those 
who oppose the rezoning from 
an aesthetic view. 

But aesthetics always must 
compromise with progress, if a 
city is to grow and thrive. 

The test in each case must 
be: Is the sacrifice demanded 
by progress? Is there areal 
need for the change? 

It’s the same with depreciat¬ 
ed property values through re¬ 
zoning. It’s hard on the owners, 
but it often must be accepted 
if a city is not to be choked by 
inability to expand its commer¬ 
cial development. 

But again, the test must be: 
Is there a real need? Does prog, 
ress demand it? 

The proposed service station 
fails both tests. 

No one can claim with vali¬ 
dity that Sierra Madre — with 
five service stations in the city 
and another on the fringe — 
badly npeds another. 

Nor can anyone point to 
progress being served by erec¬ 
tion of another gas station. 

There is another considera¬ 
tion. It can’t be denied that a 
hardship is worked on the own¬ 
er of the disputed property by 
preventing him from making 
a profitable business deal. 

But the Planning Commission 
decided that issue in 1953 and 
again last year. The only 
changes since that time are the 
beginning of construction on 
two nearby properties.

Nearly every day there is at 
least one sig-alert warning that 
this or that freeway is unusa¬ 
ble because a truck has broken 
down on it or some miner acci¬ 
dent has occurred. 

Doesn’t that show how silly 
it is to imagine a city like Los 
Angeles could be evacuated 
within a few hours if an atomic 
attack threatened? 

Turn loose a million people 
in motor cars — some of the 
cars in very poor condition — 
all trying frantically to get as 
far from any center of popula¬ 
tion as possible, and every free¬ 
way would be a shambles from 
which there would be no es¬ 
cape. And think what one or 
half a dozen atomic bombs 
could do to such masses of 
struggling humanity. 

IN LOS ANGELES two weeks 
ago two admirals testified that 
there is no complete protection, 
that no matter what we do, 
some atomic or hydrogen bombs 
could get through to us. 

Of course, we could punish 
any potential enemy as much 
or maybe more. But one can’t 
be any deader than dead. If an 
H-Bomb fell within 20 miles of 
any of us it might not make 
any difference to us what hap¬ 
pened to our enemies. 

And now there are intima¬ 
tions that radiation and fall¬ 
out, in sufficient quantities, 
would have such effects as 
would increase in transmission 
from generation to generation 
and might destroy our chil¬ 
dren’s children. 

No one yet can say for sure 
what the effects on the descen¬ 
dants of the victims of Hiroshi¬ 
ma and Nagasaki will be. But 
if destructive progress continues 
at the rate it has continued in 
the last dozen years, it seems 
sure that soon still more potent 
and terrible destructive agents 
will be invented and developed 
—at terrifically higher costs— 
and it will be truer than ever 
that nothing will be sure ex- 


PARIS—Paris’ homeless bums 
have saved many people from 
committing suicide. They are 
one of the city’s best on-the- 
spot rescue groups.* 

When one wishes to commit 
suicide, it is traditionally Pari¬ 
sian to jump into the Seine 
River. But so many bums sleep 
under the Seine’s bridge and 
along its banks that a despon¬ 
dent citizen doesn’t get a 
chance to drown. Somebody is 
usually there as a willing res¬ 
cuer. 

Last year, just under 30 
would-be suicide cases were 
saved in this manner. 

Most of the people who 
“camp” under the Seine’s 
bridges are Moroccans. They 
bundle themselves together 
during the winter months, us¬ 
ing newspaper and rags to 
keep from freezing. 

These are the less foreunate 
Moroccans. Luckier ones have 
grabbed off gratted places on 
the sidewalks that are warmed 
by air from the city’s subway 
system. 

When someone jumps into 
the Seine during the winter, 
they get the same unhesitating 
rescue service available in the 
summer. But the river-side 
campers grumble when they 
have to swim through ice. 

On the evening of Feb. 3 of 
this year, a woman was pre¬ 


paring herself for the plunge 
from Pont Neuf. A man on the 
bank below, believed to be Al¬ 
gerian or Moroccan by his ac¬ 
cent, called up to her saying: 

“Please don’t jump from this 
bridge, Madame. I’ll have to 
swim after you, and it’s cold 
and I can’t swim very well. Go 
somewhere else. The Eiffel 
Tower.” 

The woman ran away with¬ 
out answering and jumped 
from another bridge. Someone 
else saw her and enforced a 
rescue. She later told the story 
to hospital doctors. 

Only in rare cases do these 
homeless campers receive ma¬ 
terial reward for their work. 
They get a ride in an ambu¬ 
lance to a public hospital, some 
warm wine and a few com¬ 
mendable lines written on their 
police record. 

One of the most unusual 
attempted suicide cases of the 
Seine occurred in 1952. A wom¬ 
an splashed into the river and 
“tried to drown.” 

She wasn’t having much suc¬ 
cess when a man jumped in 
after her. The water was al¬ 
most to the point of freezing, 
and the fellow got cramps. It 
turned out that she, since a 
woman has the right to change 
her mind, swung into action 
and saved him from drowning

Rapid-reducing diets which last only a short period simply 
charge fat people into potentially fat people because individuals 
who lose weight too rapidly generally tend to regain their lost 
pounds in a short time. 

The chief reason for this lamentable condition is that too 
rapid a weight loss does not 
permit the change in eating 
habits that is required if the 
individual who tends to be 
overweight wants to stay slen¬ 
der. 

There is no doubt that gain¬ 
ing weight back after having 
lost, it is a blow to morale and 
will power. One or two abor¬ 
tive attempts to reduce usu¬ 
ally predisposes a fat person 
to accept overweight as his 
fate. 

To be overweight is generally 
considered to be bad enough 
in itself, but its harmful ef¬ 
fects on the body may ulti¬ 
mately result in premature 
death. Indeed, all those who 
are overweight should face up 
to one fact: long-lived individ¬ 
uals are most often thin. 

OF COURSE, there are times 
when rapid weight reduction 
is a life and death matter. 

Doctors sometimes prescribe 
diets for the purpose of tak¬ 
ing off weight as fast as pos¬ 
sible in cases where certain 
serious physical conditions ex¬ 
ist. 

But this is not the best meth¬ 
od for the overweight person 
who is still in normal health 
and would like to get himself 
in shape for the long pull. For 
him, it has no lasting value. 

It is best for the overweight 
person to plan a reducing pro- 
gram that will last several 
months or even a year. This 
gradual reducing method has 
the advantage of permitting 
adequate time for eating hab¬ 
its to alter, thus eliminating 
the likelihood of regaining 
pounds lost.

to shrink to the new body size 
and shape without developing 
the sags and wrinkles that so 
often occur after too rapid re¬ 
ducing. 

PROVIDED A PERSON is pa¬ 
tient and conscientious, there 
is no need to be discouraged 
about past failures to take off 
weight. To reduce, a person 
needs only to cut down on 
foods, not cut them out. No 
spartan regime devoid of po¬ 
tatoes, sweets, or bread is nec¬ 
essary. In fact, most carefully 
planned reducing diets include 
small amounts of these. 

However, it is well to re¬ 
member that it isn’t the po¬ 
tato but the company it keeps, 
such as butter or gravy, that 
is fattening. The only calories 
that grow into fat are the “ex¬ 
tra” ones. However, all foods, 
including fruit juices, have 
calories. 

Fat people quite often have 
poor morning appetites and 
vefy often care little for lunch, 
according to nutritional re¬ 
search on the subject of over¬ 
weight This is the reason the 
fat person can frequently de¬ 
velop the legend among his 
associates that he eats like a 
bird and yet gains weight. 

BUT THE FACT of the mat¬ 
ter is that fat people are in¬ 
clined to eat too much in the 
evening hours and sometimes 
nibble and snack right up till 
bedtime. 

Many people are unaware ' 
that after losing the desirable 
amount of weight they may . 
add to food intake, by careful 
trial and error, until they just 
manage to maintain their new 
weight. 

For example, a person who 
has to reduce his caloric in¬ 
take to 1200 calories in order 
to lose weight will be able to 
increase it to perhaps 1500 or 
even 1800 calories per day 
without again gaining back 
what he lost. 

A daily caloric intake which 
is reduced 500 below the stan¬ 
dard for maintaining a given 
body weight will eliminate 
about one pound of bodyfat 
each week. 

THIS DOES NOT mean any 
elimination of the individual’s 
favorite foods, but simply eat¬ 
ing less of them. It is there¬ 
fore easy to see how weight 
can ‘ be brought down gradu¬ 
ally but surely and with the 
least personal discomfort. 

The average person must ac¬ 
cept weight control as a life¬ 
time problem. The earlier one 
faces this fact, the easier the 
control becomes.

Even when the land be¬ 
longs to an adjacent city, 
plantings should be required 
to protect adjoining prop¬ 
erty, he told the Hastings 
Ranch Democratic Club. 

The rezoning of the corner 
to allow a Sears store has 
been hotly contested by near¬ 
by Hastings Ranch and Arca¬ 
dia residents who fear in¬ 
creased traffic hazards and 
depreciated property values.
